The disease 
can be eradicated, and eradicated 
only by cleanliness, healthful liv- 
ing and the knowledge of the 
means by which it spread. Ken- 
tucky is suffering more from the 
H disease than all but two or three 
States of the Union. She is igno- 
rant of her condition nnH, if 
are to judge by the recent acts of 
the Legislature, unwilling to take 
the necessary steps to better it. 
Public agitation and education 
alone can help us. Will the news, 
papers of Kentucky bring this 
matter to the attention of every 
minister in the State? 

Bishop Nelson, of Albany, says: 

"Having labored with some suc- 
cess to point out the danger (of 
the disease), we are now confident 
that the cure of the disease de- 
pends upon improvement in con- 
ditions of personal and social life 
Whatever the churches may be 
able to do along this line will be a

Bt U nmaottd 6y the General A**eM 
bly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky: 

Section I. That in any civil ac- 
tion for libel, charging the publi- 
cation of an erroneous statement, 
alleged to be libelous, it shall be 
relevant and competent evidence 
for either party to prove the fact 
that the plaintiff requested retrac- 
tion or omitted to request retrac- 
tion. 

The defendant may also allege 
and give proof that the matter al- 
leged to have been published, and 
to be libelous, was published with- 
out malice, and that the defendant 
in the next regular issue of the 
newspaper or publication, after 
receiving demand in writing or 
within seven days if no such de- 
mand is made to correct and to re- 
tract said statement, or in the next 
regular issue of the newspaper or 
publication did publish a sufficient 
correction, retraction, explanation 
or rectification, as conspicuously 
and publicly as that in winch said 
aliened libelous statement was pub- 
lished in the same type and in the 
siime place in at least two success- 
ive issues of the same periodical 
publication accompanied by edito- 
rials in which the alleged standi 
is specifically repudiated. 

Upon proof of such facts, the 
plaintiff shall not be entitled to 
punitive damages: and the defend- 
ant shall be liable only to pay act- 
ual damages. And upon the pub- 
lication of such correction, retrac- 
tion, explanation or rectification,

Hudson told the Secretary 
of the Prison Commission that he 
wanted to appear before the board 
on behalf of Jett. He said he was 
present when Jett professed faith 
and he believes that that conver- 
sion was genuine and that Jett 
would lea l a straight life if given 
a chance.

From a petition filed by Mis. 
Marcum we take this extract: 

"I am the widow of James B. 
Marcum, who was killed by Curt 
Jett, while standing in the Court- 
house door in Jackson, ami whom 
Curt. Jett confessed to haviug 
killed. 

T desire in the name of justice 
and decency, and honor and in the 
iving memory that I have for my 
husband, who was taken from his 
wife and his loving children, four 
sons and two daughters, to enter a 
most bitter and serious protest 
against his parole or pardon, or 
other exculpation. 

"The history of this crime is 
too indelibly written on the mem- 
ory of the people of Kentucky to 
need any repetition here, how that 
he in company with his accom- 
plice and fellow criminal, Tom 
White, stealthily slipped through 
halls and corridors of the Court- 
house to where my husband stood, 
and without the slightest warning, 
shot him to death. 

"It was less than a year before 
this that he from the windows of 
the same Courthouse fired the 
shots that took away the life of 
James Cockrill as he stood on the 
Streets, which killing Jett con- 
fessed having done. I therefore] 
most respectfully enter and file 
protest against the parole. 
"Respectfully submitted,

SLDDC^DEATil 

Comes to Prof. Wm. H. Cord-Hls 
Work As An Educator. 



Our community was shocked 
and grieved when on Friday morn- 
ing the news Hashed over the town 
thtt Prof. Wm. H. Cord, presi- 
dent o( the Mt. Sterling Collegiate 
Institute, had died suddenly in 
the presence of his pupils. 

Arbor Day was to be observed 
in the afternoon, for which plans 
bad been made. The entire school 
had assembled in the chapel. At 
11:20 o'clock he stood before 
them" on the' rostrum giving final 
instruction about the work to be 
accomplished.. He paused and re- 
marked that he was feeling sick. 
Without another word he fell for- 
ward dead. Who can forget his 
fine physique, commanding per- 
sonality and apparently . robust 
health? Physically, intellectually 
and religiously he was a man 
among men, only in his prime, 
with most favorable prospects for 
increased labor, honor and useful- 
ness. 

He rests from his labors and his 
works do follow him. 

Prof. Cord was born in Mason 
county, Ky., November 6, 1864, 
and died in Mt. Sterling, Ky., 
April 8, 1910, hence was in his 
46th year. He married Miss 
Edith Ireland, of Owenton, Ky 
in June, 1887. They have three 
children, Robert, aged about '22, 
principal -of the Mt. Sterling 
Public Graded Schol; Raymond, 
in his 9th year, and William, in 
Ids 6th. 

The funeral service was held at 
the Christian Church, in this city, 
on Sunday afternoon. The devo- 
tional service was led by the wri- 
ter, B. W. Trimble, who briefly 
reviewed Prof. Cord's educational 
and religious work for 1(5 years 
as principal of the C. W. B. M. 
school at Hazel (ireen. Rev. H. 
D. Clark followed with a glowing 
yet deserved tribute to the de- 
ceased as a teacher, preacher and 
honored citizen. 

The entire seating and standing 
capacity of the building was taxed 
and many thronged the windows. 
The following citizens were named 
as pall-bearers:

Floral offerings by his school, 
the 9th grade of the Public School, 
Somerset Christian church and 
friends at Hazel (ireen and many 
individuals here and elsewhere at- 
tested somewhat of the esteem in 
which he was held. Center aisles 
were reserved for the pupils of his 
school (about 185). They ah 
formed a procession to the cemet- 
ery. During this store of years a 
larger procession has not followed 
to Machpelah an honored citizen. 

As beautiful Howers covered 
him over, his pupils passed by, 
each dropping a tulip plucked 
from the Mower beds at the Insti- 
tute. Tears dimmed many eyes, 
and heart sighs told of the loss of 
a dear friend, a public benefactor, 
an honored citizen, a christian 
gentleman. 

Under the fostering care of the 
Christian Woman's Board of Mis- 
sions, Prof. Cord went to Hazel 
(ireen in the summer of 1890 to 
establish a mission school, which 
had for a few years under differ- 
ent management and other teach- 
ers had a checkered career. There 
were eleven pupils on the first 
morning. He was then less than 
20 years of age, but had had about 
three years' experience in teach- 
ing in Owen and Mason counties. 
The responsibilities were great, 
likewise the opportunities for de- 
velopment, mastery and service. 
As a student, teacher and preach- 
er he made good, dependent upon 
the unswerving loyalty and very

Education had been lift* 
to a higher plane, new tastes cf 
ated, new ideals begotten, 
school facilities, buildings, curri- 
culum, etc., enlarged. Students 
or graduates from Hazel Green 
Academy were in demand as teach- 
ers. Although Prof Cord left 
Hazel Green in the summer jpf 
1906 to locate in our city, and al- 
though the Academy has continued 
to expand into larger and larger 
spheres of usefulness, yet indis- 
solubly connected with the name 
and work of the C. W. B. M. at 
Hazel Green is the name and work 
of Wm. H. Cord. 

To be enthroned in the grateful 
memories and hearts of hundreds 
of young people, a moulding pow- 
er in their lives, is a monument 
more precious and enduring than 
tablets of bronze and shafts 
marble. He laid broad, deep and 
well the foundation upon which a 
glorious superstructure was build- 
ing. ...... 

Mt. Sterling Collegiate Insti- 
tute opened in September 1906, 
after only two weeks for forma- 
tion of plans and details with about 
70 pupils during the first few 
weeks. The only available build- 
ing was antiquated and wholly i 
adequate. The school continued 
to grow. Before thii 
finished a new up to date building 
and grounds was declared a 
cessity. The fourth year was 
opened in that attractive frame in 
a spacious iawn on W. Holt Ave. 

The anticipated and longed for 
was a reality. The enrollment is * 
now 185, with a corps of six teach- 
ers. In addition to school duties 
he was serving his third year as 
pastor of the Somerset Christian 
church, preaching there on every 
Lord's day, greatly beloved by his 
congregation. 

When success was assured, and 
fields for greater service as an ed- 
ucator were opening, his career js 
suddenly closed. His death isna 
public loss. 

For nearly twenty years t k 4 
writer has known him, frequently 
visited and talked to his school 
and seen his transforming power. 
Now we extend to his wife and 
family our sympathy and assur- 
ances of co-operation and kindly 
interest in the maintainance and 
further development of the in- 
stition founded in our midst.

The purpose of the questions 
about whether you have been out 
of work is to tind the number of 
people in the country who want to 
work and cannot tind it. 

In the case of women who are 
doing their own housework with- 
out other employment the census 
man will put down that she has no 
occupation. 

You do not need to fear the cen- 



sus man or hesitate to answer his 
questions freely. If any question 
embarrasses you. you should re- 
member that you tell Uncle Sam 
in confidence. The census man is 
sworn to secrecy.

"Typhoid fever and malaria 
have come to be chiefly diseases 
that afflict the farm andjthe rural 
community, ' r sad Prof. S. Hun- 
ter, head of the department of en- 
tomology at the University of 
Kansas recently, continuinsr: 
"Both diseases are carried by in- 
sects, and the way to exterminate 
them is to do away with the in- 
sects that spread them. 

"The common house fly is the 
carrier of typhoid fever. In the 
cities this pest has been largely 
abolished by sewer systems and 
other modern methods of sanita- 
tion. The farm has still to deal 
with the question, and the reason 
for the prevalence of typhoid on 
the farms is that the farmer has as 
yet taken no adequate means to 
stop the disease. 

FLY MUSBDS in kekl'kk. 

"The fly breeds in refuse of all 
kinds. The farmer should see 
that his place is kept clean. He 
should throw barn refuse into pits 
or closed sheds, and n the open 
paddocks he should allow chickens 
to run continually. They eat the 
egtis of the fly and the young in- 
sects before they rly away. If 
people in small towns and on 
farms will keep their surroundings 
clean they can kIumjnI exterminate 
the house fly. And when that in 
sect goes typhoid fever will cease 
to be such a common disease." tf
